Boost In “Swamp Tax’? 
Could Mean $150,000 


Extra a Year for County 


The Michigan Senate, on April 23, unani- 
mously passed Senate Bill 316 which will in- 
crease the amounts of taxes paid to local 
units of government by the state on tax- 
reverted lands from $1.50 to $2.50 per acre. 
Senator Connie Binsfeld, (R-Maple City) co- 
sponsor of the bill said Crawford County, 
with 157,000 acres of tax-reverted state 
lands, would receive an additional $157,000 a 
year. 

The extra tax dollars will continue to be 
split three ways: 40 percent to the county; 40 
percent to the townships; and 20 percent to 
the school districts. 

Senator Binsfeld said the bill must now 
move to the House for passage. Given the 
support for the bill in the Senate, ‘T feel 
very strongly we can get this bill through 
the House,” she concluded. 

“Every county in my district has tax- 
reverted land. Roscommon County has the 
most with over 173,333 acres,” said the Sen- 


ator. Other counties with large portions of 
tax-reverted land in the 36th District are: 
Kalkaska - 129,000; Montmorency - 109,000; 
and Presque Isle with 80,000 acres. The 
county with the least tax-reverted land in 
Binsfeld’s district is Alcona with 7,000 acres. 

“This legislation represents substantial 
increases in revenue for al! my counties, 
and given the difficult economic times we 
are experiencing in Northern Michigan, the 
extra revenue will be very helpful,” said 
Binsfeld. 

The acreage in the remaining counties of 
the 36th District are: Alpena - 38,000; Benzie 
-57,000; Tosco - 23,000; Lake - 54,000; Missau- 
kee - 68,000; Ogemaw - 68,000; Oscoda - 
54,000 and Wexford with 38,000 acres. The 
extra dollar an acre would mean an ad- 
ditional revenue of more than $1 million for 
the 14 counties in the 36th District. 

Eighty one of the 83 counties in Michigan 
have tax-reverted state land. 
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M.A.T.E.S. and is the officer in 
charge of the current complex, said 
the new facility increases the num- 
ber of bays for working on vehicles 
from 8 to 32. McNamara said the 
current M.A.T.E.S. is over- 
crowded. 

In addition to the extra room, 
Andrews said the new site will cut 
down on the number of tracked 
vehicles crossing public roads.

THE LORD'S SUPPER 


Many questions arise con- 
cerning the Lord’s Supper, 
communion, the Eucharist, 
or the Mass. It is easy to 
avoid controversy concern- 
ing the selection of the 
elements to be used. We can 
safely say that unleavened 
bread and the fruit of the 
vine are the Biblical ele- 
ments. The major questions 
what 
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arise when we consi 
these elements become, and 
what they do when used in 
religious worship. 

To some, these elernents 
when blessed contain the 
body of Christ along with the 
normal bread and wine. This 
is called consubstantiation. 
To others, these elements 
when blessed become the 
literal body and blood of 
Jesus Christ. This is called 
transubstantiation. Finally, 
there are those who believe 
these basic elements remain 
unchanged, and are merely 
a symbol in memoria] to the 
literal body and blood of 
Jesus Christ shed on the 
cross of Calvary nearly 2,000 
years ago. What these ele- 
ments are considered to be- 
come during a formal reli- 
gious rite, is in proportion to 
the benefits the worshipper 
claims to receive. 

St. Peter’s Catechism, No. 
530, says ‘“‘The Mass is a real 
sacrifice because in it a Vic- 
tim is offered by a priest for 
the purpose of reconciling 
man with God.” A Vatican II 
document states ‘‘For it is 
the liturgy through which, 
especially in the divine 
sacrifice of the Eucharist, 
the work of our redemption 
is accomplished.””

I SEE BY the papers that Michigan is 
planning a gala sesquicentennial birthday 
party. For non-Latin students, that means 
the state will be 150 years old in 1987. 

And, of course, for the birthday party 
there has to be a state organization to head 
the observance...and a state appropria- 
tion. 

The legislature has authorized $150,000 
in taxpayers’ money; contributions are 
expected from private sources, too. 

Back in 1937, when Michigan was 100 
years old, the centennial received a 
modest $16,000 in state funds to celebrate. 
Considering that was in the midst of the 
Great Depression, today’s contribution of 
$150,000 is probably not too bad. 

IT’S INTERESTING the way the sesqui- 
centennial organization will be staffed. 


Nineteen state employees will be loaned 


for two years from other state depart- 
ments to form the core of the state Office 
of the Sesquicentennial. 

For two years, these state employees 
will receive their present state pay from 
the old departments while they’re working 


for the sesquicentennial office; at the end 


of two years, they will have the option of 


returning to their old jobs.

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Pay levels of these 19 state employees 
run from $20,000 to $50,000 a year. 

Merri Jo Bales, identified as sesqui- 
centennial executive director in the news 
clipping from which this information is 
taken, said using state employees saves 
money. 

“We aren’t plugging in new tax dollars,” 
Ms. Bales said. 

Well, I suppose not, But $50,000 in annual 
pay in old tax dollars is just as meaningful 
to those taxpayers who pay them. 

THE QUESTION that comes immediate- 
ly to mind is who is doing the old jobs while 
these 19 state employees are off running 
the sesquicentennial celebration? Are they 
being replaced by new workers? And if 
they’re not, are the jobs they left really 
that important if they can take off two 
years without a hitch in the even flow of 
daily government operation? 

If you can summarily take 19 employees 
away from their jobs which pay from 
$20,000 to $50,000 a year and not suffer 
some problems, then ‘government 


probably:is overstaffed. 

‘No wonder it’s hard to sell the ordinary 
taxpayer on the need for more taxes for 
more government. Somehow is just 
doesn’t add up. 


e The Michigan Road Builders Association 


recently urged the Legislature and the 
Department of Transportation to in- 
troduce competitive bidding into main- 
tenance projects to reduce those costs,

versus public employees on maintenance 
projects, ihe group Suggested that the ex- 
pansion of government use of private con- 
tractors from construction projects to in- 
clude maintenance projects would im- 
prove efficiency and lower costs. 

Lawrence Martin, executive director of 
the Road Builders Association, said the 
thrust of the study was to determine the 
feasibility of striking a better balance be- 
tween the use of public employees and con- 
tracted private employees in performing 
maintenance responsibilities. 

He said the concept of construction by 
contract, or private delivery, rests on the 
basis of competition and the free enter- 
prise economy. 

Although specific cost savings figures 
were unavailable, the Michigan Road 
Builders Association is urging a Depart- 
ment of Transportation pilot plan to let 
contracts on maintenance projects to 
allow for a comparison of the cost of 
delivering the services by the public and 
private sectors. 

Some maintenance projects which could 
be contracted include winter ice and snow 
removal, guard rail repair, pavement 
patching, sealing and joint repair, 
shoulder grading and replacement, road- 
side mowing, draining and culvert main- 
tenance, roadside rest area maintenance, 
signing and pavement marking. 

Cheryl Ronk, director of Communica- 
tions and Education for the road builder 
group and author of the report entitled “A 
Look at Using Contractors and Govern- 
ment Employees on Public Works Pro- 
jects”, said contracting out maintenance 
projects would also oe additional tax

MORE SANDINISTA TRICKS — I see 
by the papers the ruling Sandinista regime 
in Nicaragua is up to some of its old tricks. 

A news report indicates Nicaraguan 
government officials confiscated a church 
printing press and seized church docu- 
ments citing human rights abuses 
allegedly committed by the ruling Sandi- 
nistas. 

Catholic church officials said the reports 
of human rights abuses have been collect- 
ed over three or four months; how they 
were to be used was not discussed. 

As for the printing press, the Sandinista 
Justicé Ministry claimed the press was 
illegal; besides, the newsletter which 
came off the church press criticized the 
compulsory military draft, and had not 
been submitted to government censors as 
required by Nicaraguan law. 

And so goes life under the Sandinistas in 
downtown Managua — not out in the 
provinces where the Contras are fighting, 
but right downtown. So much for an 
emerging system of rights and freedom 
and justice under the Sandinistas. 

* * * 

CONTRASTS ARE STARK — Not to 
belabor the Sandinista question, but I also 
see by the paper that a delegation of 
Nicaraguan legal minds was received with 
a formal resolution by the Detroit City 
Council upon its visit there. 

The three visitors included a member of 


the Nicaraguan Supreme Court, a legal ' 


counsel to the Nicaraguan national assem- 
bly and a legal editorial counsel. Their 
visit ostensibly was to gather ideas for a 
new Nicaraguan Constitution. 

However, they also took the occasion to 
hold press conferences and make speech- 
es, generally condemning .everything 
American in Central America and praising 
everything on the Sandinista side of the 
question. 

Meanwhile, back in Nicaragua, three 
Nicaraguans were found guilty of treason 
and face up to 30 years in jail. They were 
charged with passing on military secrets 
to America through the CIA. 

Quite a difference: In Nicaragua, three 
people face 30 years in jail for telling 
America what’s going on, while in Amer- 
ica — specifically, in Detroit — three 
Nicaraguan officials are welcomed with 
open arms and provided platforms to con- 
demn us. 

Truly, it could happen only in America.

Business incorporations in the first quar- 
ter of 1986 were 22 percent higher than in 
the comparable period of 1985, when the 
number of incorporations set a record at 
23,500, state officials said Tuesday. 

“We have made enormous strides in 
identifying and easing many problems 
when we have restrained small business 
over the years,’’ Governor James J. Blan- 
chard said in announcing the figures to the 
Small Business Day 86 conference. 

“Our goal is to make Michigan the best 
state in the world for small business and 
entrepreneurs,” the governor said, noting 
he still has 11 items of a 40-itern small 
business agenda yet to be implemented. 

Corporations and Securities Bureau offi- 
cials said they have no way of knowing 
how many of the incorporations involved 


-existing businesses deciding to incor- 


porate, or if the number of those kinds of 
transactions has been rising. 

Commerce Director Doug Ross said 
Michigan’s business failure rates, com- 
piled by federal officials, ‘‘were propor- 
tionately among the lowest in the nation. It 


left us with a net situation which is very . 


strong.” 

Deputy Commerce Director Lou Glazer 
said failures from January through Sep- 
tember last year were about 3,000.

Starting April 1, the DNR 
began issuing. ‘‘fuelwood”’ 
permits which allow the per- 
mittee to cut dead wood on 
state land for personal use. 
This has become a very 
popular program with thou- 
sands of such permits issued 
each year. 

Unfortunately, a major 
problem has developed 
through this program. A 
large number of unscrup- 


~ylous permit holders take 


advantage of their privilege 
and sell the wood. This may 
not seem to be serious to you, 
at first glance. However, if 
you stop to consider some of 
the ramifications you may 
change your mind. 

First of all, these thieves 
are stealing from the honest 
permit holders and the 
people of the state. 

Secondly, many of these 
persons are on some Sort of 
assistance program, which 
means your tax dollars sub- 
sidize their illegal activities. 
Speaking of taxes brings us 
to the third point, which is 
the sales tax they don’t pay 
on their business. Next, con- 
sider the honest. wood dealer 
who must try and compete 
with the wood thief. He has 
to pay normal business ex- 
penses that the thief doesn’t 
have. 


* These are a few of the’ 


problems caused by the 
wood poacher, Just like a 
fish or game poacher, these 
folks steal from everyone in 
the state, and laugh as they 
count their money. 

Various methods to rectify 
this problem have been dis- 
cussed. Included are li- 
censing wood sellers state- 
wide and abolishment of the 
firewood permit program al- 
together. 

A better way would be for 
the wood buyer to verify he 
is dealing with an honest 
operator. Those folks whe 
are trying to make an honest 
living in the wood business 
are well-known in their com- 
munity. Just as well-known 
are the thieves. Be sure you 
know whom you are dealing 
with.

Organic Emotional Lability: 
Do You Know What It Is? 


A patient who has had a 
recent stroke will often show 
partial loss of his emotional 
control. He may switch from 
laughing to crying without 
apparent reason. The most 
frequent problems seems to 
be crying. Sometimes the 
strok patient will cry 
because he is depressed. 

Certainly most stroke 
patients will have consider- 
able reason to be depressed. 
Depression is. a natural 
response to loss of ability or 
any abrupt change in life. 
Often excessive crying by 
the stroke patient is due to 
the brain damage he has ex- 
perienced and is not directly 
connected with his perceived 
Josses. 

It is usually possible to tell 
the difference between loss 
of emotional control due to 
brain damage (organic 
emotional lability) and sad- 
ness due to depression. 
Organic emtional lability is 
characterized by little or no 
obvious relationship be- 
tween the start of emotional 
expression and what is hap- 
pening around the patient, 
The emotional behavior is 
easily interrupeted by di- 
verting his attention. If the 
patient is crying and he im- 
mediately stops crying when 
you snap your finger, call his 
name, or ask him a new 
question, then this is proba- 


bly crying due to organic | 


emotional lability rather 
than depression. Crying

Free cancer screening for 
colorectal cancer will be 
sponsored by the Burns 
Clinic Foundation, and the 
American Cancer Associa- 
tion.

Experts feel it can be 
increased to 80-90% if the 
cancer is detected at an 
early age. 

The Hemoccult stool blood 
test is a simple, effective, 
and painless test for colo- 
rectal cancer. It checks the 
stool for hidden blood which 
may be a sign of cancer of 
other intestinal disorders. 

During the month of May, 
free Hemoccult screening 
kits will be given out to in- 
dividuals over 40. You take 
the kit home, prepare the 
special slides and mail them 
back to us. If the test in- 
dicates the presence of blood 
in your stool, both you and 
your physician will be noti- 
fied and follow-up testing 
will he recommended.

It is 
important that you receive 
instruction in how to correct- 
ly use the kit.

easy to interrupt. 

Unexpected laughter, 
flares of anger, or moaning 
ean often be interrupted 
using the same tactics. 

Patients with organic 
emotional lability will often 
say, “I was depressed 
because I couldn’t stop cry- — 
ing,” rather than, ‘I was . 
erying because I was ° 
depressed.” 

Do not make the mistake ‘ 
of thinking that when the 
stroke patient is crying he.is 
terribly sad or when he is 
laughing he is particularly 
happy. Even patients who 
behave as if they were angry 
will later express surprise 
that they were seen as 
hostile by others. In the 
stroke patient, feeling and 
the overt expression of 
emotion are not always link- 
ed as cause and effect. — 

It is usually a good idea to 
interrupt the emotional 
behavior of a patient with 
organic lability if you can. If 
the emotional expression is 
due to a brain injury prob- 
lem and the patient himself 

has little control over it, then 
your interrupting the 
behavior may help him to 
avoid embarrassing and

Herbal 
Corner 


Last week we discussed a 
little bit about companion 
planting. Have you given it 
anymore thoughts, darlin’? 
We have tried it on several 
things and know for a fact 
that it does indeed work. 

Pennyroyal planted with 
broccoli, Brussels sprouts 
and cabbage will help deter 
cabbage maggots. Like tan- 
sy it can be grown at door- 
ways to repel ants and mos- 


quitos. The tansy I have - 


grown next to the store door 
does seein to help a lot. 

Here is another one I am 
going to try myself this 
summer. An insect spray of 
ground pepper pods, onions 
and a bulb of garlic covered 
with water to stand for 24 
hours then strained — add 
enough water to make a 
gallon — can be used several 
times daily on _ roses, 
azaleas, chrysanthemums or 
beans to hold down serious 
infestations. The strained 
mash can be buried among 
the plants. 

Parsley mixed with carrot 
seed helps to repel carrot 
flies by its masking aroma. 
It protects roses against rose 


beetles. Planted with 
asparagus it will give added 
vigor to both. 


Onions and all members of 
the cabbage family get along 
well with each other. They 
also like beets, strawberries, 
tomatoes, lettuce, and sum- 
‘mer savory, but do not like 
peas and beans. Since onion 
maggots travel from plant to 
plant when set in a row, 
scatter your onion plants 


through the garden. 
From Carrots Love 
Tomatoes, ‘‘Toxic sub- 


stances in the pigments of 
red and yellow onion skins 
appear to be associated with 
disease resistance. Russian 
biologist T.A. Toystole found 
a water solution of onion 
skin, used as a spray three 
times daily at five-day inter- 
vals, gave an almost 100 per- 
cent kill of hemiptera, a 
parasite attacking more 
than 100 different species of 
plants.’' Fascinating, no?

Settling In: 


The Need for Caution 

Quite a few years ago 
there were such places as 
“the old folks home’’ and 
“the poor farm’. Nursing 
homes and Adult Foster 
Care Homes still have this 
connotation for a lot of our 
Seniors. 

Weathering the storm of 
old age sometimes needs the 
kind of shelter than an in- 
stitutional setting can pro- 
vide. Generally it is the old 
person who is institutional- 
ized. In the U.S.A., for 
example, the average age of 
those in nursing homes is 
about 82. The word _ insti- 
tionalization suggests some- 
thing heavy and massive and 
the process does mean far 
more than simply moving 
someone from one physical 
place to another. 

During the settling-in 
period the older person has 
to come to terms with ail 
aspects of his new environ- 
ment. It is a difficult process 
at any age. 

The upheaval often begins 
long before the Senior ever 
arrives at the new home. 
Something has already gone 
wrong, otherwise he or she 
would not be moving. It may 
be illness. It may be the loss 
‘of a protective person or 
place to live. Something dis- 
turbing has happened or 
threatens to happen. This 
means that already both the ° 
Senior and the family are 
likely to be perturbed and 
vulnerable. Anxiety and 
dread are strong words, 
which can be fairly applied . 
at this time. 

Moving the Senior out of 
the home can make the 
family feel guilty and the old 
person feél abandoned. This 
may not be objectively: true 
in any way. The family may 
have been doing its utmost 
with available resources to 
help the Senior. And the 
Senior may be just as dis- 
tressed at seeing himself a 
burden as he is at the 
prospect of the move. 

Nevertheless, the emo- 
tions are there. Anxiety and 
dread sometimes reach new 
heights as a person actually 
enters the institution, even if 
he or she decides to put a 
good face on it and avoid 
making a scene. Weeping in 
private, staring at the wall, 
loss of appetite and other 
signs of distress may follow 
later, despite best intentions 
to be content with the move. 

The impact of the move 
can be softened in many 
ways. In some places, staff 
members of the institution 
visit the Senior’s own home 
several times before ad- 
mission to get to know them 
and answer questions.‘Some- 
times, the prospective resi- 
dent visits the institution. 
Simple measures such as 
these do not alter the 
significance of the move, but 
enable the person to feel less 
isolated, less among 
strangers.

Testament of a Fisherman 

These words succinctly 
state the philosophy by 
which I live. As an AuSable 
riverboatman I offer these 
words to any who join me in 
my avocation of trout fish- 
ing. 

There are those who have 
in some way found it 
pleasurable to bring their 
social posturing and their 
power politics to my home 
waters, and in so doing, they 
have desecrated the spirit of 
this place. It is not so much 
the philosophy of releasing a 
fish; seventy percent of 
AuSable fisherman volun- 
tarily release their catch, as 
do I. It is the manner in 
which they have chosen to 
impose their philosophy 
upon fellow fishermen that 
has brought rancor and tur- 
moil to the AuSable water- 
shed. 

These individuals do not 
act out of concern for habitat 
or for the trout. There is no 
biological reason for the 
regulations that have been 
imposed. According to the 
biologists, the trout popula- 
tion is not endangered, Ac- 
cording to the same biolo- 
gists, there is no current evi- 
dence that catch and release 
rules have any perceptible 
influence upon trout popu- 
lations in this watershed. 
The reasons for the imposed 
regulations have to do with 
social posturing. Other 
states have such 
regulations; so we must. 
Those who would impose 
these regulations seek 
‘trophy’ fish. Trophies 
serve no purpose but to in- 
flate pride. The trout for 
which these individuals pro- 
fess to have so much ad- 
miration are to them, in fact, 
only another status symbol. 

Instead of accepting the 
will of the majority and the 
wisdom of the biologists, 
these individuals have 
chosen to distort the truth 
and to exert political in- 
fluence upon the decision 

makers. It is that sort of 
corruption that has no place 
here. Regulations imposed 
upon this or any other river 
should be based upon scienti- 
fice analysis, not the social 
whim of a few. The power to 
dictate law has obviously 
been abused in this situation. 
Philosophy is a matter of 
personal conscience and 
cannot be imposed by 
decree. 

The section of river in’ 
question has long been called 
the “holy water’’. In truth it 
is holy water; it provides the 
tranquility and spiritual 
renewal that the true fisher- 
man seeks. The trout are not 
impressed by the expensive 
equipment, socially accept- 
ed garb, or titles of the 
fisherman; nor am I. Nor do 
I accept the irreverent at- 
titude of the elitist few who 
wish to add this river to their 
investment portfolios. When 
one enters my river, he 
should do so with a bowed 
head and humble heart.

In many newspapers “Church news” seldom makes frorit page. 
Some coming-event, a special program, or visiting clergy receives 
notice somewhere in the printed page but hardly any mention on 
television. (Unless there is church controversy that rates as hard-core 
news.) And this is understandable from news media's point of 


purpose. 


Yet the church is the “keeper of the springs’ of society's great 
ocean. Jesus called His followers “salt” and “leaven” and “light.” 
One seldom comments on the salt but the steak: not the yeast but the 
hot rolls: not the lights but the bailgame being played at night. 


The church, the great “keeper of the springs.” has seasoned 
society by being the first in education. Many of the great universities 
were birthed by the church as well as hospitals, medical schools. 
orphanages, and homes for the aging. Jesus followers seasoned the 
U.S. Constitution and outright wrote the Bill of Rights through the 
efforts of Rev. John Leland and James Madison (whom moved its 


adoption). 


While the church is not front page news, it is nonetheless quietly 
going about its appointed mission in hamlet and city keeping the 
springs clean and purifying the water that flows into the mainstream 


of human existence.

In Vol. 1, Edition 1 of ‘The 
Creel”, included with the 
April 3, 1986 issue of the 
Avalanche, there appeared 
an article by Michael R. 
Wieland entitled ‘‘Rules 
Need To Be Based On 
Research’. In it Mr. 
Wieland stated, ‘‘While 
many states do have No Kill, 
they place it on marginal 
streams where trout are 
planted basically to improve 
productivity”. The essence 
of this statement was repeat- 
ed by Peter Stephan in a 
recent television debate on 
the No Kill issue. 

This statement is patently 
in error. 

While I cannot speak for 
all states where No Kill 
regulations are in place, 
prior to our present resi- 
dency in Crawford County I 
had over twenty-five years’ 
experience with streams so 
managed in Pennsylvania. 
There, as in other locales, it 
is utilized as a management 
tool to protect and enhance 
outstanding wild trout popu- 
lations. It is, as it should be, 
conservation in its purest 
sense. 

The Catch and Release 
water on the Letort has not 
been stocked in many years; 
nor is Falling Springs stock- 
ed, nor Big Spring, Spring 
Creek and other lesser- 
known streams. In addition, 
such streams as, say, Penn- 
sylvania’s Letort and 
Idaho’s Silver Creek can 
hardly be classified as 
‘marginal’, 

Despite differences in 
geographical location, these 
are all streams with many 
similarities to our great 
AuSable system: the same 
trout species are present and 
the streams exhibit con- 
stancy of flow and tempera- 
ture. The waters are dis- 
tinctly alkaline and typically 
rich in fish and fish foad. 

I offer these comment in 
courtesy to Messrs. Wieland 
and Stephan; I know these 
gentlemen would not want 
the validity of their state- 
ments to be clouded with a 
misperception of facts, _

In the article, Mr. Rieger 
notes that the equivalent to 
our DNR in India, has set 
aside a large area in 
southern India where all 
wild animais are protected. 
This area apparently in- 
cludes several cities and 
villages, and now hyenas are 
killing more than 100 people

A few years ago I remem- 
ber reading an outdoor arti- 
cle by a Mr. Lucas (can't 
remember the magazine or 
his first name). He said he 
wasn't a died in the wool fly 
fisherman, but when he fish- 


his favorite way to do it. 
However, he said he was 
dead set against any fly fish- 
ing only water because large 
trout tended to stop feeding 
on inseets and turned to can- 
nibals, and pretty soon you 
had an area full of large 
trout that wouldn't take a 
fly, and no smaller trout left 
to fly fish for. He said the fly 
fishermen in Furope and the 
British Isles recognized this 
years ago, So they instructed 
their game-keepers to fish as 


oftenas possible, using plugs. 


and large spoons to catch as 
many of the cannibal browns 
as they could. 

Now, keeping in mind 
what both these writers had 
to say, you can easily see 
what’s going to happen to the 
“holy waters” in the next ten 
to fifteen years. After a few 
years the fly fishermen are 
going to be catching fewer 
and fewer fish. They’ll see a 
lot of them looking like logs 
laying in the holes, but the 


only way they'll be able to 


catch them is with large 
deer-hair mice, 6 to 8 inch 
streamers, and dry-flies 
immitation of birds. 

Sooner or later a fisher- 
man will have an accident 


trying to release one of the 
brutes he caught on ‘the 
above-mentioned ‘‘flies” and 
the trout will swim off with 
his finger. The trout will get 
a taste for human flesh and 


the next time he sees a young © 


child wading he’ll drag the 
child into the river like an 
alligator would. As soon as 
he starts tearing off chunks, 
the blood will draw a lot 
more of these huge trout. 
Now you've got a whole area 
full of man killing barra- 
cuda/trout. Pretty soon any 
fisherman, deer, dog, or 
child that wades into the 
‘holy water’’ will be instant 
dinner for the (now) barra- 
cudadtrout. 

So the trout fishermen go 
to the Manistee or some- 
place else, and _ the 
barracuda/trout get hun- 
grier & hungrier. Pretty 
soon they’re tipping over 
canoes, and eating the 
canoeists, so all the canoe 
liveries have to close. The 


when he fish- DNR will have to put up 
ed for trout, fly fishing was’ ~ 


signs’ all dlong the river 
warning people not to ap- 
proach any closer than 2 
feet from the river bank, and 
“no feeding’’ of the 
barracuda/trout except 
from highway bridges. 
Recommended food will be 
fresh butchered shoulder of 
beef. 

The first bird to become 
extinct on the “holy water” 


. will be the Osprey, because 


he’s smaller than the Eagle. 
But pretty soon the 
barracuda/trout will figure 
out a way to get the Kagle 
too. They'll have one of their 
kind out in the middle of a 
narrow, bushy-banked area 
in the river, with a number 
of them hidden under the 
bushes. When they spot an 
Eagle coming upstream 
ready to grab the “decoy”, 
they’H inch out from both 
sides, jump and grab the 
Eagle by the legs and pull 
him in. There go the Eagles. 
By this time, the NRC (in 
their infinite wisdom) will 
probably plant Florida alli- 
gators to kill off the barra- 
cuda/trout, so if anybody 
has a pig or cattle farm near 
the holy water, he’d better 
sell out right now.

Doodles From

It is mushroom time again 
as evidenced by the numbers 
of people wandering around 
in the woods looking at the 
ground. Some of those people 
are going to have problems 
with mushroom poisoning. 

In this area one of the 
early mushrooms, the 
Helvella esculenta or beet- 
steak is commonly eaten. I 
wish to urge extreme caulicu 
with this species since it is 
seriously poisonous to some, 
and there is enough evidence 
to indicate that individuals 
who have eaten it safely for 
years may suddenly become 
susceptible, 

According to those who 
have studied this mushroom 
there are those areas where 
the beefsteak contains more 
toxins than those growing in 
other areas. Also the level of 
toxins varies from year to 
year, which in itself makes 
their edibility questionable. 
Bear in mind that the effect 
of the toxins is cumulative, 
so the first meal might not 
effect the body, but perhaps 
it would be the second or 
third or whatever meal that 
would tip the balance. If you 
enjoy extreme prolonged 
nausea or the prospect of 
something worse the beef- 
Steak is just the ticket. 

As in the past I suggest the 
following cautions: 1) Pick 
only one kind at a time or 
keep them carefully 
separated. 2) Select only 
fresh young mushrooms that 
are free from wormholes or 
other obvious damage. 3) 
Cook and eat only one kind at 
a time and then only in very 
small quantities. Even the 
best of mushrooms contain 
substances to which some 
people are violently allergic. 
4) Do not assume that, 
because you can safely eat a 
particular species of mush- 
room, all members of your 
family or your friends can. 

No dish or mushrooms on 
the table is worth the risk of 
doctor bills, or worse.
